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Reflections  of  the 
2001-2002  Year 

As  I  reflect  on  the  past  year, 
I'm  first  and  foremost  drawn  to 
the  September  1 1  act  of 
terrorism  at  the  World  Trade 
Center,  at  the  Pentagon  and  the 
loss  of  American  lives  in  these 
attacks  and  the  other  attempt  that 
failed  to  reach  its  intended 
target.  Sadly,  this  date  is  forever  more  etched  into  history  and 
in  the  minds  of  all  Americans.  The  loss  of  so  many  thousands 
of  lives  and  the  vast  destruction  of  property  shocked  our 
country.  We  all  mourn  the  loss  of  life  as  individuals  and  as  a 
Nation.  The  fact  is  that  this  tragedy  has  brought  the  people  of 
our  Nation  together  as  nothing  else  has  since  Pearl  Harbor. 
There  are  several  hallmarks  of  this  past  year  at  Co-Lin. 
Those  include  breaking  ground  for  the  construction  of  two 
men's  dormitories  to  house  honor  students.  Construction  will 
be  completed  in  November  of  2002,  and  the  dorms  will  be 
occupied  in  January  of  2003.  In  addition,  eight  rooms  on  the 
bottom  floor  of  the  East  Wing  of  Ellzey  Hall  (men's  dorm) 
have  been  refurbished  and  will  be  open  in  the  fall  of  2002. 
Those  rooms  were  closed  several  years  ago  because  of  a 
drainage  problem  that  has  been  corrected  this  past  spring. 

Approximately  450  students  and  faculty  have  cable 
service.  That  service  was  changed  during  the  past  year  to 
provide  better  service,  including  more  channels  at  a  higher 
resolution.  Service  is  now  through  SkyPath.  In  May  of  this 
year  we  finalized  the  conversion  of  natural  gas  lines  on  the 
Wesson  Campus  to  Reliant  Gas.  That  company  accepted 
responsibility  for  maintenance  of  the  lines  and  the  liability  for 
the  safety  of  the  lines. 

We  received  an  Urban  and  Community  Forestry  Assistance 
Grant  from  the  Mississippi  Forestry  Commission  to  upgrade 
the  Oswalt  Nature  Trail.  That  project  allowed  us  to  properly 
identify  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  on  the  Oswalt  Nature  Trail  and 
to  build  a  structure  at  each  end  of  the  trail  to  display  posters 
and  to  make  literature  available.  This  was  a  great  project. 

This  year  saw  a  tremendous  increase  in  interest  for  Distance 
Learning  at  Co-Lin  and  at  the  state  level.  Co-Lin  employed 
Mrs.  Margaret  Britt  as  the  Distance  Learning  Coordinator  for 
the  District.  Mrs.  Britt  will  oversee  all  distance  learning 
activities,  including  the  Interactive  TV  Project  (CCN), 
"On-Line"  work  and  Dual  Enrollment  for  high  school  students 
who  are  able  to  take  courses  for  college  credit.  The  advances  in 
technology  at  Co-Lin  allow  us  to  continue  to  live  up  to  the 
spirit  of  providing  access  to  students  who  would  not  otherwise 
be  able  to  enjoy  a  college  experience.  Another  project  being 
completed  during  the  summer  months  is  the  wiring  of 
dormitories,  which  will  allow  students  to  hook  direct  into  the 
Internet  through  Co-Lin. 

We  began  the  "Aficionado  Series"  of  the  Community  Arts 
program  this  past  year.  This  special  series  features  internation- 


ally renowned  artists,  such  as  Randall  Atcheson  (pianist),  The 
Acting  Company  ("The  Taming  of  the  Shrew")  and  The 
Webster  Trio.  The  regular  Showcase  Series,  featuring  other 
talents  was  also  outstanding.  The  theme  for  the  13th  Annual 
Natchez  Literary  and  Cinema  Celebration  was  "Creativity  in 
the  South:  A  Living  Legacy."  Lectures,  films,  workshops,  panel 
discussions  and  book  signings  highlighted  this  six  day  event. 

Co-Lin  hosted  the  second  annual  Southwest  Mississippi 
Economic  Development  Symposium  on  September  7,  2001. 
Speakers  included  Congressman  Ronnie  Shows  and 
Congressman  Chip  Pickering.  A  record  attendance  of  over  300 
people  attended  the  conference,  which  is  sponsored  annually 
by  Co-Lin,  Alcorn  State  University  and  Southwest  Mississippi 
Community  College. 

I  would  be  remiss  if  I  didn't  mention  the  many  outstanding 
accomplishments  by  our  students  this  past  year.  In  many  ways 
we  had  a  "banner  year"  of  individual  student  achievements,  as 
well  as  club  and  team  accomplishments.   Space  is  not  adequate 
to  mention  all  of  those  here,  but  many  of  them  are  highlighted 
in  this  year's  President's  Annual  Report.  I  hope  you  will  read 
those  when  you  get  that  report.  I  also  commend  to  you  the 
page  in  that  report  entitled  "personnel."  You  will  find  that  our 
faculty  and  staff  have  also  had  an  outstanding  year.  You  will 
also  be  interested  in  changes  in  personnel  that  have  taken  place 
through  retirements,  etc. 

In  closing,  I'm  very  proud  of  the  things  which  highlighted 
2001-2002,  but  I  have  every  confidence  that  Co-Lin  will 
continue  to  be  "the  place  to  be"  during  2002-2003.  I  look 
forward  to  an  exciting  year  as  we  look  to  new  challenges  and 
new  opportunities. 

In  2003,  Co-Lin  will  celebrate  75  years  as  a  collegiate 
institution.  Founded  in  1928,  Copiah-Lincoln  has  a 
long-standing  tradition  of  excellence  in  serving  its  seven 
county  district  and  beyond.  A  steering  committee  is  hard  at 
work  planning  for  the  year.  Plans  will  be  announced  at  the 
Homecoming  luncheon  on  October  5,  2002,  and  the  kick-off 
for  the  year  of  celebration  will  be  on  February  3,  2003.  We  are 
excited  about  celebrating  a  wonderful  past,  and  we  continue  to 
be  extremely  optimistic  about  a  very  bright  future.

Burlian  O'Neal  Walker  became  the  19th  inductee  into 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  at 
induction  ceremonies  held  during  the  25th  Annual  Humanities 
Reception  in  May  2002. 

Walker,  a  native  of  Magee,  is  a  1962  graduate  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College.  Upon  graduation  from  Co-Lin.  he 
received  his  B.  S.  degree  in  journalism  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi.  A  Newspaper  Fund  Fellow  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi,  he  has  done  post-graduate  work  at 
USM. 

After  serving  as  a  reporter  for  the  Magee  Courier  and  an 
English  teacher  in  the  Simpson  County  Schools,  Walker  returned 
to  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1967  where  he  served  the  college  in  a 
number  of  positions.  He  began  his  career  at  Co-Lin  as  an 
instructor  of  journalism,  communications,  and  English.  He  was 
also  the  Director  of  Public  Information.  In  1979,  he  became  the 
Director  of  Alumni  Affairs.  In  1980,  began  serving  as  Director 
of  Development.  In  1988,  be  became  the  Executive  Director  of 
the  Foundation  and  held  that  position  until  June  30,  1997.  At  the 
time  of  his  retirement,  he  was  serving  the  college  as  Director  of 
Public  Relations,  Alumni  Affairs,  and  an  instructor  of  communi- 
cations. Walker  was  the  sponsor  of  the  yearbook  Trillium  for  28 
years  and  campus  newspaper  The  Wolf  Tales  22  years.  Under  his 
sponsorship,  both  won  numerous  awards  from  the  Mississippi 
Scholastic  Press  Association  and  the  Mississippi  Junior  College 
Press  Association  as  well  as  many  regional  honors. 

As  Director  of  Public  Information,  Walker  wrote  many  news 
releases  and  features  for  newspapers,  radio,  and  television.  In 
addition,  he  designed  a  myriad  of  brochures,  pamphlets,  book- 
lets, magazines,  newsletters,  and  other  publications.  He  won 
numerous  writing  awards  from  the  College  Public  Relations 
Association  of  Mississippi.  His  award-winning  feature  article  on 
the  city  of  Wesson  appeared  in  the  February  1974  edition  of 
Roadways  magazine.  His  feature  article  on  Hurricane  Camille 
was  picked  up  by  the  wire  service  in  1969  and  ran  nationwide. 

He  was  the  playwright  for  "Magee:  Millennium  Centennial 
Celebration,"  a  two-hour  play  produced  in  Magee  in  March 
2000.  He  also  wrote  a  children's  radio  play  "The  Picnic  and  the 
Old  Man." 


Walker  served  as  advisor  to  the  campus  radio  station,  WCLL- 
FM,  at  its  inception  and  was  the  host  of  a  weekly  news  program 
that  aired  locally  on  four  radio  stations.  In  addition,  he  served  as 
the  host  for  the  36-hour  St.  Jude  radiothon  on  WJMB  for  four 
years. 

A  charter  member  of  the  Mississippi  Broadcast  Education 
Association  in  1982,  he  was  elected  its  secretary  in  1983.  He  has 
served  as  state  advisor  to  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  Press 
Association,  President  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
Association,  President  of  the  College  Public  Relations 
Association  of  Mississippi,  President  of  the  Mississippi 
Association  for  Journalism  Education,  and  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  for  the  Brookhaven  Little  Theatre.  In  addi- 
tion, he  was  secretary  of  the  Mississippi  Community  College 
Inter-Alumni  Association  and  was  the  secretary/treasurer  of  the 
National  Society  of  Fund  Raising  Executives.  He  holds  member- 
ship in  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  Alumni 
Association  and  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni  Association.  He  also 
holds  membership  in  the  National  Society  of  Published  Poets. 

Walker  was  chosen  for  inclusion  in  Men  of  Achievement,  a 
publication  by  the  International  Biographical  Center  in 
Cambridge,  England.  He  was  also  selected  to  Marquis'  Who's 
Who  in  America  sectional  volumes;  American  Biographical 
Center's  Personalities  of  the  South,  and  Outstanding  Instructor 
of  the  Year  in  1984.  In  1999,  Walker  was  selected  Copiah- 
Lincoln's  Alumnus  of  the  Year.  In  that  same  year,  he  received 
the  Ann  Bradberry  Award.  In  March  2001  he  received  the 
National  Community  Service  Award  from  AARP. 

Walker  currently  resides  in  Hattiesburg  where  he  is  active  in 
many  organizations.  He  served  as  chair  of  the  TRIAD  Council 
for  Forrest  County,  a  community-wide  board  consisting  of  the 
sheriff,  chiefs  of  police,  fire  chiefs,  and  AARP,  in  2000-2001.  He 
currently  serves  as  vice-chair.   He  is  also  on  the  Advisory  Board 
of  the  American  Cancer  Society  for  Forrest.  Perry,  and  Lamar 
Counties.  He  is  a  Relay  for  Life  Participant  and  will  be  a  repre- 
sentative from  Mississippi  as  an  Ambassador  on  the  Hill  in 
Washington,  D.C.  in  September  2002  for  the  National  Relay  for 
Life. 

He  is  the  District  5  Director  of  the  Mississippi  Retired 
Teachers  Association  and  a  member  of  the  Pine  Belt  Area 
Retired  Teachers  Association  and  the  National  Retired  Teachers 
Association.  He  is  currently  serving  on  the  Board  of  Directors 
for  AARP.  He  served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  the  Pine  Belt 
Chapter  of  the  Public  Relations  Association  of  Mississippi  as 
scholarship  chair  in  2001  and  awards  chair  in  2002.  In  addition, 
he  is  on  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Hattiesburg  Senior  Citizens 
Center. 

He  is  an  active  member  of  Cansurmount  for  Cancer 
Survivors  and  is  the  publicity  chair  of  Cameraderie  Photo  Club. 
He  is  also  a  member  of  Friends  of  the  Library,  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi's  Institute  for  Learning  in  Retirement,  and 
a  volunteer  with  the  Forrest  County  Cancer  Center. 

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Literary  Hall  of  Fame  was  established  in 
1 983  by  the  English  Club  to  honor  an  outstanding  former 
Copiah-Lincoln  student  or  instructor  who  has  distinguished  him- 
self or  herself  through  writing  in  his/her  chosen  field  of  study. 


In  Memory:  Dr.  Phyllis  Hayes  Lanier 

1941-2002 


The  useful  life  of  Dr.  Phyllis  Hayes  Lanier  came  to  an  end 
on  June  24  following  a  lengthy  illness. 

Services  were  held  June  26  at  Gillsburg  Baptist  Church,  of 
which  she  was  a  member,  with  burial  in  the  church 
cemetery.  Officiating  were  the  Revs.  Robby  Britt  and  Charles 
Ray,  along  with  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames. 

Dr.  Lanier's  career  as  a  chemistry  instructor  and 
chairperson  of  the  science  division  at  Co-Lin  spanned  38  years 
with  her  retirement  at  the  end  of  the  2001  school  year.  She  is 
remembered  for  her  talents,  generosity,  and  dedication  to  her 
students,  family,  and  friends. 

Dr.  Howell  C.  Garner,  Co-Lin  president,  said,  "Dr.  Lanier 
had  a  tremendous  impact  on  young  people.  There  are  many 
success  stories  of  those  students  from  doctors,  teachers,  and 
other  science  professionals.  She  left  a  tremendous  legacy." 

Demanding  the  best  from  her  students,  she  was  a  tough 
instructor  who  instilled  nothing  less  than  perfection  from  them. 
"Her  classes  were  hard,  but  none  of  us  would  be  where  we  are 
today  without  her  motivation.  Most  of  us  have  gone  into 
medical  fields  where  there's  no  room  for  error  and  we  learned 
that  perfection  from  her,"  states  Melanie  Hammill  Bishop  of 
Summit,  now  a  professor  in  the  School  of  Pharmacy  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi  Medical  Center. 

Her  generosity  continues  to  live  in  that  she  established  the 
Arlee  Williamson  Walker  Memorial  Pre-Professional  Science 
Scholarship  and  she  and  her  husband.  Dr.  Lauren  Lanier, 
established  the  Julia  Guess  Memorial  Music  Scholarship,  both 
at  Co-Lin.  They  also  started  a  scholarship  at  her  alma  matter. 
Southwest  Mississippi  Community  College,  in  honor  of  a 
beloved  instructor.  She  served  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation,  Inc.,  for  many  years,  representing 
the  college  on  the  board. 

Dr.  Lanier  was  a  writer  also,  having  written  and 
published  a  chemistry  laboratory  manual  and  a  book,  "Dorothy 
Laura."  which  chronicled  her  mother's  battle  with  Alzheimer's 
disease,  published  in  1997.  She  was  a  talented  poet,  having  been 
published  in  the  National  Library  of  Poetry  and  other  national 
publications  as  well  as  locally  in  Co-Lin's  "Bits  and  Pieces." 
For  her  writing  efforts  she  was  inducted  in  1996  into  Co-Lin's 
Literary  Hall  of  Fame.  She  further  wrote  for  professional  publi- 
cations on  the  national  and  state-wide  level. 

A  graduate  of  Millsaps  College,  with  a  specialist  degree 
from  the  University  of  Mississippi,  and  a  master's  and 
doctor  of  philosophy  in  chemistry  form  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi,  she  had  done  additional  work  at  Jackson 
State  University,  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  the  University 
of  Virginia,  and  the  University  of  Mississippi  Medical  Center. 

She  was  active  in  a  number  of  professional  and 
community  organizations  and  clubs. 

Dr.  Lanier  was  chosen  in  1980  as  one  of  five  outstanding 
chemistry  instructors  in  North  America  by  the  Chemical 
Manufacturing  Association;  as  the  Co-Lin  Alumni  Association's 
first-ever  Outstanding  Instructor  of  the  year  in  1980;  twice  as 
HEADWAE  Legislative  Award  as  outstanding  instructor;  Phi 
Theta  Kappa  faculty  scholar  award;  the  Wesson  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Instructor  of  the  Year;  Mississippi  Academy  of 
Science  Outstanding  Instructor;  NISOD  Excellence  in  Teaching

Award.  She  was  SMCC's 
Alumnus  of  the  Year  in  2001. 

Her  family  echoed  her  love 
for  her  family,  students,  Co-Lin, 
her  friends  and  her  farm.  She 
was  an  avid  gardener  and  had 
traveled  throughout  Middle 
Europe,  Great  Britain  and 
France,  the  Middle  East,  and  Russia. 

Dr.  Lanier  had  a  zest  for  life.  Her  early  arrival  every  morn- 
ing at  Co-Lin  usually  saw  the  sun  setting  before  her  day  was 
over.  She  was  a  dedicated  instructor.  Evident  of  the  love  and 
esteem  her  former  students  had  for  her  was  the  large  number 
who  visited  the  funeral  home  and  attended  the  funeral. 

Before  her  retirement  from  Co-Lin,  this  writer  established 
the  Dr.  Phyllis  Hayes  Lanier  Scholarship  at  Co-Lin.  given  annu- 
ally to  a  student  in  a  pre-science  professional  career.  The  schol- 
arship is  open  for  tax  deductible  donations  sent  to  the  Co-Lin 
Foundation,  P.O.  Box  649,  Wesson,  MS  39191-0649.  The  schol- 
arship was  awarded  for  the  first  time  in  the  spring  of  2002. 

Phyllis  Lanier  was  a  unique,  caring  person.  She  will  be 
missed  by  all  those  who  had  contact  with  her. 

Pallbearers  and  honorary  pallbearers  included  numerous  Co- 
Lin  personnel,  all  of  whom  she  considered  not  only 
colleagues,  but  friends  as  well. 

Survivors  include  her  husband.  Dr.  Lauren  Lanier,  retired 
superintendent  of  South  Pike  Schools;  brother.  William  Neil 
Hayes,  a  Co-Lin  graduate;  sisters,  Janet  Hayes  Matthew,  a  Co- 
Lin  graduate,  and  Joyce  George;  one  nephew,  two  nieces;  two 
stepsons,  Mark  Lanier  and  Charles  Lanier;  two  stepdaughters, 
including  Co-Lin  alumni;  Sydney  Lanier  Weber  and  Laney 
Lanier  Melville;  nine  step-grandchildren;  and  a  step-great- 
grandchild.

One  of  America's  premier  young  pianists,  Randall  Atcheson 
has  the  gift  of  communicating  the  beauty  of  music  in  various 
forms  from  the  classics  to  pop  to  sacred.  This  versatility  was 
evidenced  early  in  life  when  he  was  recognized  as  a  prodigy  on 
both  piano  and  organ.  His  university-level  piano  instruction 
began  at  age  12  with  Betty  Sue  Shepherd.  He  later  became  the 
only  student  in  the  history  of  The  Julliard  School  ever  allowed 
to  pursue,  and  receive,  simultaneous  degrees  in  piano  and  organ 
performance. 

Atcheson  was  the  winner  of  the  first  Julliard  Organ 
Competition  and  subsequently  gave  the  premiere  performance 
on  the  new  pipe  organ  in  Alice  Tully  Hall  at  Lincoln  Center. 

His  recording  career  began  following  his  New  York  debut  on 
both  piano  and  organ  at  Alice  Tully  Hall.  He  has  recorded  a 
total  of  1 1  albums  featuring  classical  music  as  well  as  his 
unique  arrangements  of  sacred  music. 

Atcheson  was  added  to  the  distinguished  international  roster 
of  Steinway  Artists  after  his  Carnegie  Hall  debut  in  1991.  His 
heavy  concert  schedule  has  taken  him  to  five  continents,  includ- 
ing performances  at  Notre  Dame  Cathedral,  Paris;  Blenheim 
Palace,  England;  Sydney  Australia;  Jerusalem,  Israel;  and  Rio 
de  Janeiro.

LAKELAND,  Fla.  - 
Copiah-Lincoln  Community 
Community  College  baseball  coach 
Keith  Case  remembers  the  first  time  he  saw  former 
Natchez  High  standout  Nook  Logan. 

"I  was  scouting  at  a  Natchez  High  School  versus 
Cathedral  playoff  game  and  Nook  was  in  ninth  grade," 
Case  said.  "He  was  sitting  on  the  bench,  and  someone 
pointed  him  out  to  me  and  said,  'He's  going  to  be  fast.'" 
Logan  ended  up  playing  for  Case  at  Co-Lin  (1998-2000) 
and  after  two  years  was  drafted  in  the  third  round  by  the 
Detroit  Tigers,  who  were  also  impressed  with  his  speed. 

After  being  named  the  best  defensive  outfielder  in  the 
Midwest  League  for  the  West  Michigan  Whitecaps,  Logan 
now  plays  for  the  Lakeland  Tigers,  the  Class  A  Advanced 
team  in  the  Florida  State  League  where  he  bats  lead-off. 

"They  don't  really  tell  you  why  they  draft  you,"  Logan 
said.  "But  they  draft  you  on  what  they  feel  you  can  do  in 
the  big  leagues.  They  want  me  to  score  runs  and  steal 
bases." 

Logan  has  always  batted  lead-off,  and  his  speed  has  paid 
off  for  the  Tigers. 

He  is  second  in  the  league  in  stolen  bases  with  23  and 
was  a  key  part  of  the  first-half  championship  the  Tigers 
won  when  the  season  ended  earlier  this  month. 

"He  plays  a  very  big  role,"  Tigers  coach  Gary  Green 
said.  "He  is  very  valuable  with  his  defensive  play.  He'll  be 
even  more  valuable  once  he  can  score  with  a  little  more 
consistency." 

Logan  was  a  career  shortstop  before  he  headed  to  West 
Michigan,  where  he  was  converted  to  outfield.  He  had  a 
very  good  season  in  the  Midwest  League  and  was  called 
up  to  the  Class  A  Advanced  team  in  Lakeland.  Class  A 
Advanced  is  a  higher  level  than  Class  A,  and  is  the  next 
step  before  AA. 

At  every  level,  the  players  are  a  little  better.  Every  time 
a  player  is  called  up  to  a  higher  level,  he  has  to  begin  the 
learning  process  all  over  again. 

"You  have  to  learn  the  strike  zone,  what  pitches  to  lay 
off,"  Green  said. 

"He's  progressing,  doing  an  OK  job,  but  he  has  room  to 
improve  as  a  hitter.  If  he  can  keep  the  ball  out  of  the  air, 
with  his  speed,  he  can  cause  a  lot  of  problems  for  fielders. 
They've  got  to  rush  when  he  hits  the  ball  on  the  ground." 

Logan  was  very  aware  of  the  talent  level  of  his  oppo- 
nents. 

"Every  time  you  step  on  the  field  you're  facing  a  good 
pitcher,"  he  said.  "Here,  everyone's  good." 

Logan  is  also  a  good  person  to  have  on  the  team.  Green 
said  he  was  "absolutely"  a  positive  influence  in  the  club- 
house. He  never  causes  problems  or  carries  an  attitude. 
Case  agreed  with  Green.

"He's  such  a  great  athletic  talent,  but  also  a  great  per- 
son," Case  said. 

"I've  got  a  10-year-old  daughter  who  always  says,  'I 
want  to  see  Nook  play.'  That  tells  you  something." 

Logan  said  sometimes  he  misses  his  family  during  the 


season  that  begins  with  spring  training  in  February  and 
ends  in  September,  but  he  understands  he  has  to  give  up 
some  things  to  have  his  dream. 

"I  feel  lucky,  blessed  to  be  one  of  those  few  who  get  to 
play  ball  for  a  living,"  he  said.  "I  hope  I'm  one  of  those 
few  who  get  to  play  in  the  big  leagues. 

"Baseball  has  been  good  to  me.  All  my  life,  it's  always 
been  fun.  For  those  kids  out  there  playing  it,  they  should 
always  keep  the  game  fun,  keep  it  simple. 

"Don't  worry  about  everyone  else,  just  take  care  of 
yourself  and  you'll  make  it."

Alumni  Spotlight  by  Allen  Ker 

Mary  Dees 
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For  those  of  you  who  enjoy  the  outdoors,  especially  hunting,  you  may 
have  heard  of  Primos  Hunting  Calls  or  its  award  winning  TRUTH"  video 
series.  Perhaps  you  are  more  familiar  with  Primos'  TRUTH"  about 
Hunting  TV  show  which  was  rated  the  number  one  watched  show  by  the 
viewers  of  The  Outdoor  Channel.  You  may  not  know,  however,  that  Mary 
Dees  Primos,  a  1973  Co-Lin  graduate,  is  one  of  the  driving  forces  behind 
the  success  of  Primos. 

Many  associate  the  name  Primos  with  the  Jackson  restaurant 
business.  The  first  Primos  restaurant  opened  in  Jackson  on  Capitol  Street 
in  1928.  Will  Primos,  founder  of  Primos  Hunting  Calls,  is  a  member  of 
the  third  generation  in  this  restaurant  family.  He  entered  the  business  in 
1974,  when  he  graduated  from  college. 

Primos'  number  one  passion  has  always  been  spending  time 
outdoors,  especially  hunting  and  fishing.  In  1976,  he  started  making  game 
calls  as  a  hobby  -  specifically  turkey  calls.  He  one  day  hoped  to  figure  out 
how  to  build  a  business  that  would  provide  full-time  employment.  "It 
wasn't  easy  figuring  out  and  understanding  how  to  produce  a  profit,  put 
money  back  into  the  company,  and  build  the  company  while  producing 
new  products  and  furthering  the  growth,"  Will  said.  "There  never  seemed 
to  be  enough  money  and  there  definitely  was  never  enough  money  in  the 
early  days  for  a  national  advertising  campaign." 

Will  continued  to  keep  his  focus  and  find  ways  to  get  the  word  out 
without  having  to  pay  for  expensive  national  print  and  TV  advertising. 
One  of  his  first  "radical  marketing"  ideas  was  to  produce  a  cassette  called 
Hunting  with  Will  Primos  and  the  Southern  Boys.  In  1983,  Will  handed 
out  these  cassettes  of  live  turkey  hunts  and  conversations  with  friend  and 
former  mayor,  Russell  Davis.  They  discussed  turkey  huntings  past,  present, 
and  future.  The  audio  was  a  big  success  in  getting  the  word  out  about  the 
products  that  Primos  manufactured. 

In  1987,  Will  produced  the  first  Primos  video  about  turkey  hunting. 
That,  too,  showed  him  there  was  a  definite  hunger  throughout  the  country 
for  more  people  to  understand  this  great  past  time  and  sport  of  matching 
wits  with  the  spring  gobbler. 

There  were  still,  of  course,  financial  difficulties.  Every  penny  that  could 
be  put  on  the  bottom  line  had  to  go  back  into  funding  additional  inventory 
to  meet  additional  sales  and  carry  the  receivables  from  the  customer  base 
that  Primos  was  building  across  the  United  States.

Will's  big  break 
came  in  1988,  when 
his  father  introduced 
him  to  Mary  Dees  of 
Stronghope, 

ississippi.  Mary 
was  working  for  an 
outdoor  advertising 
company,  selling  bill- 
board advertising  to 
the  Primos  restau- 
rants. The  daughter  of  the  late  Ann  and  Jerry  Dees,  many  knew 
her  father  as  a  long-time  salesman  for  Wise  Motor  Company  in 
Hazlehurst. 

Mary  jokingly  said  if  you  had  told  her  that  when  she  gradu- 
ated from  Co-Lin,  she  would  marry  a  "pickup  driving  redneck" 
named  Wilbur  who  had  dead  animals  hanging  on  the  wall,  she 
would  have  told  you  that  you  h&d  lost  your  mind. 

After  marrying  in  1990,  they  decided  that  Will  should  resign 
rom  the  family  restaurant  business  and  devote  full  time  to 
inventing  new  products  and  traveling  to  promote  what  is  now 
known  as  Primos  Hunting  Calls.  For  10  years,  Will  drew  no 
salary  and  Mary  worked  in  the  radio  advertising/sales  business. 
She  supported  the  family  so  he  could  put  more  money  into  the 
company,  meet  the  needs  for  increased  inventory,  and  finance 
the  accounts  receivables  for  their  customers.  She  eventually  left 
the  advertising/sales  business  to  work  full-time  building  the 
marketing  department."Anyone  can  have  a  great  product,  but  if 
no  one  knows  about  it,  no  one  will  buy  it,"  said  Will. 

As  the  vice  president  of  marketing,  Mary  supervises  the 
design  of  all  product  packaging,  printed  materials  including  an 
annual  catalog,  in-house  photography,  TV  graphics,  print  adver- 
tising, and  the  Primos  website  (www.primos.com).  She  also 
coordinates  the  placement  of  all  print  advertising. 

Mary  has  gone  on  several  hunting  trips  to  give  her  insight 
into  the  marketing  needs  and  to  help  promote  its  products.  She 
particularly  enjoys  turkey  hunting,  but  her  favorite  is  probably 
hunting  elk. 

"The  high  mountain  air  is  just  refreshing  and  really  helps 
regenerate  your  mind.  It  gets  those  creative  thought 
processes  in  gear  again,"  she  said. 

Will  said  the  favorite  part  of  his  job  is  being  in  the 
mountains  in  September  with  Mary.  They  are  able  to  share  the 
beauty  which  makes  their  hard  work  worth  while. 

"I  take  a  minute  to  just  be  quiet  and  look  at  the  beautiful 
aspens  as  they  are  turning  gold  and  at  the  clouds  as  they  move 
over  the  snow-capped  mountains.  I  am  so  thankful  for  all  of 
God's  creations,"  he  said. 

Mary  said  that  she  doesn't  like  deer  hunting  as  much  as 
turkey  and  elk  hunting.  One  deer  hunt  that  came  to  mind  was 
when  she  passed  up  a  young  four  point  and  told  Will  that  the 
deer  was  not  big  enough.  He  told  her  that  she  had  been  watch- 
ing too  many  of  their  videos. 

The  couple  maintains  their  "down  home"  lifestyle  despite 
the  notoriety  that  comes  with  their  success.  Will  is  quick  to 
point  out  that  the  success  of  Primos  Hunting  Calls  is  the  dedica- 


tion of  the  87  full-time  employees  and  the  seven  department 
heads  that  lead  the  company  on  a  day-to-day  basis  including 
Jimmy  Primos,  their  chief  operating  officer. 

Primos  Hunting  Calls  has  a  customer  base  of  over  6,000 
dealers,  distributors,  and  catalogers  throughout  North  America 
and  Hurope.  The  Primos  team  recently  moved  their  facility 
from  Jackson  to  a  new  54,000  square  foot  facility  in  Flora.  The 
design  allows  for  future  expansion  of  an  additional  52,000 
square  feet.  The  facility  features  wooden  porches  adorned  with 
rocking  chairs  and  ceiling  fans,  giving  it  the  feel  and  air  of  a 
hunting  camp.  / 

Will  said,  'The  one  thing  that  has  kept  us  focused  and 
grounded  is  consciously  recognizing  that  it  is  not  about  us.  It's 
about  the  customers."  -^VJ 

Mary's  favorite  Co-Lin  memories  were  when  she  made 
Colette  and  her  selection  as  Homecoming  Queen.  Will  quickly 
pointed  out  to  Mary's  chagrin,  that  she  was  voted  Most 
Beautiful  in  high  school,  at  Co-Lin  and  in  senior  college.

Ricks."  News  travels  pretty  fast  in  Wesson,  it  beat  them  to  the 
ballpark. 

As  Mary  reflected  on  her  Co-Lin  experience,  she  is  thankful 
for  the  friends  she  made.   She  appreciates  Co-Lin  now  more 
than  ever  and  looks  forward  to  seeing  her  classmates  at 
Homecoming  in  2003  for  their  30-year  class  reunion.

Robert  C.  (Bob)  Barrett 

Robert  C.  Barrett  of  Baton  Rouge,  Class  of  1949,  is  being 
inducted  into  the  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  for  basketball  and 
baseball.

Technology  Program 

In  keeping  with  growing  technological  advancements  and 
employment  opportunities,  Co-Lin's  Vocational-Technical 
Division  has  added  Web  Development  Technology  as  a  new  pro- 
gram option  in  the  Computer  Information  Systems  Technology 
Department.  The  program  begins  in  the  fall  2002  semester  and 
will  provide  students  with  the  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  to 
obtain  employment  with  internet-related  companies  as  a  web  site 
designer,  database  specialist,  web  site  administrator  or  e-com- 
merce  developer. 

"The  Web  Development  program  will  ensure  that  Co-Lin  is 
offering  state  of  the  art  technology  in  the  computer  information 
technology  field,"  said  Louis  Dugas,  dean  of  the  vocational-tech- 
nical division. 

Students  will  learn  the  latest  tools  in  web  development  such  as 
Dreamweaver,  Fireworks,  Adobe  Photoshop,  Macromedia  Flash, 
JavaScript,  VBScript,  DHTML,  Perl,  Coldfusion  and  aASP 
Program  graduates  will  be  able  to  create  web  pages  that  interact 
dynamically  with  the  user,  manage  database  interactivity,  process 
monetary  transactions  and  display  complex  animations. 

This  two  year  program,  which  leads  to  an  Associate  in 
Applied  Science  degree,  will  train  students  with  the  skills  neces- 
sary to  obtain  nationally  recognized  certifications.   Certified 
Internet  Webmaster  (CIW)  certifications  are  endorsed  by  the 
International  Webmasters  Association  (IWA)  and  the  Association 
of  Internet  Professionals  (AIP).   Salaries  for  entry-level  employ- 
ees would  range  from  $20,000-$35,000  depending  on  location 
and  experience.
